Theis is nv «vidence 
that the disease has culminated, however. It 
sweeps over the city like a pruirie fire 
over dry stubble. Some neighborhoods 
most afflicted with the disease ten days ago are 
now entirely free. Others free from sickness 
then have cases in every house. Of late there 
has been a notable absence of large funerals. A 
hearse and one carriage are ouly emploved, ex- 
cept in rare cases. Of the tweive resident phy- 
siclans in the Charity-Hospitai, only four are 
able to do duty. 

The streets in front of the Peabody Commis- 
sary Depot are crowded by thousands of 
applicants all day tong. Their suppiies will be 
exhausted soon. Collector Smith, authorized 
to issue 40,000 rations to the fever-suffercrs, 
called a meeting of representatives of beuevo- 
lent societies, who appoiuted a committee to 
organize a plan and carry out the proper 
distribution. The Peabodys feel slighted 
that the rations were not placed in 
their hands for issue. Their disposition will 
not interfere with the Veabodys, however, since 
the latter issue to all destitute, while the army 
rations will go only to sick families.

Many are unabie to procure even the 
bare necessities of life. The situation appeals to 
our deepest sympathies. Profoundly thankful as 
we should be that we are spared so terrible a visita- 
tion, I venture to ask our favored people 
to show their gratitude by contributions in aid 
of our enffering and needy fellow-countrymen in 
the Southern States. To this end, I would reapect- 
fully suggest that, on the coming Sabbath, collec- 
tions will be taken in all the churches and Sabbath- 
schools for this object, and that the fraternal, 
social, and benevolent societies of the State make 
contributions for the same object—in short, that a 
united effort be made to relieve the suffering tn this 
hour of their dread necessity.

ving up too much, which seems to have a tendency 
to produce congestion. vo you know Ned Fergu- 
son, the bookkeeper’ His case ie the saddest I 
have heard of. His wife and two children were at- 
tacked, and forty-eigut hours later his wife gave 
birth ta an infant, which lived twelve hours. The 
children received no mother’s care, and died, and 
now the wife is ina critical condition.

The 
Howards are under an expense of over $1,800 a 
day. They have over 300 nurses employed. to 
whom they pay $3aday. When you add to this 
amount what is paid for medicines, nouriehments, 
etc., you can have some idea of the noble work 
being done; 

VICKSBURG. 

The following letter was received . 
by a gentiemaa in this city from the Rev. C. K. 
Marshall, of Vicksburg. a prominent divine of 
the Methodist Church South: 

Vicxesune, Aug. 30.—Ten thousand thanks to 
the noble-hearted citizens of Chicago for their 
generous assistance in this our hour of peri! and 
death. To-day itis estimated that we have from 
1. 200 to 1. 400 people in bed in one or another 
stage of this fearful plague. Two points only 
“show any activity,—the Howard Association 
rooms and the coftin-maker’s estaolishment. Yes, 
one more,—the company of geravediggers at the 
cemetery. We have several volunteer physicians 
from abroad. Several of our own are sick, two 
dead, and all worn out. I tied three hours to get 
one forafamily, where allare sick, but in vain. 
The food question is going to give us trouble. All 
‘work ie suspended. You see men look at each 
other very anxiously on the streets, pass, and 
never meet again. We bury in an hour after 
death, and often a friend is covered with sods be- 
fore one hears he was sick. Nobody should come 
here from the North into this pestilential furnace, 
unless to certain murder. We have sixty days yet 
to pass before the fever runs its ordinary course, 
and many of us will have gone over the stream to 
rest in the shade before the sixty days are gone. 
May Chicago never need a friend. 

A DESERVED PROMOTION. 

The men in charge of the United States Sig- 
nal Office at Vicksburg, Miss., were stricken 
with the yellow fever last Friday, since which 
time no weather reports have been received 
from that office. A telegram from Washington 
was received by Gen. A. J. Myers, Chief Sig- 
nal Uflicer, while he was participating in the 
President’s reception at the Exposition Build- 
ing Tuesday, stating that Private W. Van Dyke, 
who has recently joined the service, had volun- 
teered to goto the assistance of the sick men 
and perform the work of the office, and recom- 
mended that he be promoted for ** meritorious 
and soldierly conduct.“ Gen. Myers wrote the 
necessary order making the brave young man a 
Sergeant, and he departed for his post of duty 
Tuesday nigbt.

A GOOD IDBA.

The plan of making nickel collections for the 
relief of the yellow-fever sufferers in the South by 
means of ballot-boxes placed in hotels and other 
consvicuons positions in New York and adjacent 
cities has netted many thousands of dollars. The 
originator of the plan suggeste and solicits your 
aid in getting the system adopted in every city and 
town throughoat the coantry. 

The plan here alluded to is worthy of al) com- 
mendation. A very large proportion of the 
people are not able nor willing to figure in a 
subscriptio list, but they are willing to give 
something, and if the object was presented to 
them in the way suggested it would secure their 
attention and contributions as no other method 
can. So go ahead and put up the boxes. 

THE HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 

The natural fears some have of the yellow 
fever coming here led the Health Commissioner 
to make a statement in regard to the compara- 
tive mortality in Chicago during the month of 
Aucust since 1868. He showed that in August, 
1569, there were 1,381 deaths; for the same 
mouth, 1870, 1,138; tor 1871, records incom- 
plete; for 1872, 1,551; for 1873, 1,498; for 1874. 
1,220; for 1875, 1,086; for 4876, 1,020; for 1877, 
Si4; for 1878, 814. During this same month the 
mean average temperature and rainfall was as 
foilows for the years named:

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Thus, votwithstanding that last month was 
the hottest, and, with one exception, had the 
heaviest rainfall for seven years, it was marked 
by the smallest mortality, and a reduction over 
some years of nearly 40 per cent. The Doctor 
felt justified in ciaimivg that this improved con 
dition of the city’s health was mainly owing to 
the excellent management of his department. 
The alieys and gutters never were in a better 
condition than at present. This season over 400 
tons of lime has been sprinkled in them. The 
tenement houses, be said, are clean. The day 
scavenger work is conducted in almost a pertect 
manner. The only defective part of the health 
service is the night scavenger work. The 
Health Commissioner has been trying to im- 
prove this, but the Council will not, or has not, 
passed an ordinance favored by him, requiring 
the work to be done by the pneumatic machines.

CONSIDERABLE EXCITEMENT 
was occasioned yesterday in the neighborhood 
of Dearborn and Schiller streets by reports that 
a case of yellow fever had broken out at the 
residence of G. Wagenfuehr, No. 226 Schiller 
street. It appears that three refugees from 
Memphis arrived here night before last. Being 
friends and relations of Mr. Wagenfuchr, they 
came to his house, and, as they were apparently 
in good health, they were gladly taken in. 
Yesterday morving one of the threecomplained 
of a severe headache, and by noon he was in a 
high state of fever. By this time it became 
bruited around the neighborhood that the 
young man had tht yellow fever. Mr. McCian- 
aban, who lives next door, rushed to the Health 
Omee and reported the fact. In the mean— 
time Dr. Geiger, the County Physician. 
had been called in, but he could not say whether 
it Was @ case of yellow fever or not. He was 
rather inclined to the belief that the sickDess 
was produced by over-exertion and excitement. 
Soon after Health Officer DeWolf arrived, and 
it was dé¢ided to remove the refugees at once. 
Jt is understood that the sick person was taken 
to the Smali-Pox Hospital, while the other two 
were provided a home in the country. The 
effects broucht along with them from Memphis 
were taken in charge be the Health Officer. Mr. 
Wagenfuehr's house was thoroughly disinfected 
and fumigated. It was with great difficulth 
that these facts could be gained, as the Health 
Officers bad given strict orders not to reveal the 
names of the parties or the facts in the case to 
anybody, Dot even the members of the press.

HIS VIEWS OF THINGS POLITICAL. 
Spécial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 5.—Secretary Evarts ie re- 
cruiting on his fine and expensive farm at Wind- 
sor, Vt. To a TriBuNE correspondent who 
questioned him regarding the political senti- 
ment in New York State, and the nation, the 
Secretary said, among other things: 

“In New York I believe we shall carry the 
Assembly and make a gain in the number of 
Republiean Congressmen from the State. 

Was the so-called Hayes couference at Sara- 
toga looked upon by you as a wise step!“ 

‘*T approve all frank comparisons of views by 
the holders of different shades of opinion in the 
party. The resolutions adopted by that con- 
ference seemed judicious.” 

„Were you favorably impressed by the char- 
acter and results of the conference called by 
Mr. Cornell?”’ 

„The effect of it I think will be gööd, and I 
read Mr. Conkling’s letters with satisfaction. 
A full convention appeared to me advisable, 
and | deem it important for that Convention to 
adopt 

A FRANK AND EXPLICIT DECLARATION 
of the principles on which the party appeals to 
the people of the State aad country for sup- 
port.“ 

Is it probable that an effort will be made in 
the Convention to secure an indorsement of the 
Administration’s policy, and that this may 
cause discord?’ 

I don't know whether such an attempt will 
be made, but if it is it should not bring about a 
contest. Praise or fault-finding in regard to 
the past is a small matter compared with unity 
in good faith on principie for the serious work

Cress. 

Do you think Republican speakers in Maine 
and Ohio have followed the wisest plan in giving 
great prominence to the financial question, and 
saying little about Southern topics?”

A SHARP STRUGGLE—THE FIATISTS AND DEM- 
OCRATS TRYING TO UNITE—POINTS OF THE 
CAMPAIGN. f :

BAxdon, Me., Sept. 2.—The election in 
Maine is one week from to-day, and the political 
forces are massing for the contest. The 'cam- 
paign on the Republican side has been short, 
but active. On the Democratie side it has been 
long, and at first was active. The Greenbackers 
opened the campaign for the Democrats, or 
rather the Democrats opened. it with the 
Greenbackers. For a time it seemed that 
the State was hopelessly deluged with delu- 
sion The most extravagant wiéstatements 
about our present financial system and legis- 
lation were extensively circulated by er- 
ery means that conld be invented.

press, with a few honorable exceptions, took up 
the story, and, with the most shameful prosti- 
tution of all former professions, demanded the 
repeal of the Resumption act, and immediate 
issue of “‘absstute money”; weekly meetings 

were held in nearly every school-house, and, im

Tue most interesting questions in public affairs 
which now ensage the attention of the 
peoole of the United States are those which 
relate to the financial condition of the 
country. Since the financial panic and collapse 
five years ago, capital and labor and business 
capacity have found it hard to get profitabie em- 
ployment. We have had what is commonly and 
properly known as hard times. In suca times 
men naturally ask, What can be done’? How long 
is this stagnation ef business to last? Are there 
any facts which indicate an early return to better 
times’ I wish to ask your attention fora few 
minutes while I present some facts and figures 
which show a progressive improvement in the 
financial condition of the General Government. 
It will oe for you to consider what inferences may 
iairly be drawn as to their bearing on the question 
of a revival of business prosperity throughout the 
country. 

The financial condition of the Government of the 
United States is showu by its debt, its receipts and 
expenditures, the currency, and the state of trade 
with foreign countries.

THE ASCERTAINED DEBT 
reached its highest point soon after the close of the 
War, in August, 1805, and amounted to $2, 757, - 
689,571.43. In addition to this, it was estimated 
that there were enough unadjusted claims ayguinst 
the Government of unquestioned validity to swell 
the total debt to $3, How to deal 
with this great burden was one of the gravest ques- 
tions Whien pressed for decision as a result of the 
War. It will be remembered that in important 
speeches and in the public press the opinion was 
confidently declared that the debt could never be 
paid; that great nations never did pay 
their war debts; that our debt would be like that o/ 
sugland—permavent, and a burden upon ourselves 
and our posterity for all time. Some advocated 
and many feared tepudiation. There were those 
also who thought a national debt was a national 
blessing. Fortunately, however, the eminent gen- 
tleman at the head of the Treasury, Mr. Hugh Mc- 
OCullech, did not hold these views. He believed, 
and the people believed, that the debt was nota 
blessing, but a burden, and thatit ought to be and 
courd be honestly paid. The policy adopted was 
tw reduce the debt, and thereby strengthen the pub- 
lic credit. se as to refund the debt at lower rates of 
interest. And now I give you the results. 
THE DEBT HAS BEEN REDUCED 
until now it is only $2, 035, 580,324.85. This is a 
reduction, as compared with the ascertained debt 
thirteen years ago, of $722, 109,246.58. More 
than one-fourth of the deot has been paid off in 
thirteen years. If we compare the present debt 
with the actual debi thirteen years ago, —placiay 
the actual debt at $3, O00. 000, OOO, —the reduction 
amounts to about $1. 000, 000,000. or one-third of 
the total debt. Thus it has been demonstrated 
the? the United States can and will pay the national 
debt. 
wucouraging as are these facts, they do not fully 
show the progress made in relieving the country 
from the burden of ite Wardebt. Ail who haye to 
borrow money to carry deots know the importance 
of the question of interest.

ceeded the exports from tne United States the 
excess of imports ranging from $39,000, 000 to

As we have already seen, the balance of trade in 
the last three years in favor of the United States 
is 582. 5 or an average of mote than 
$160, 000,000 a year. The balance of trade the 
last year, if compared with that of the two years 
next before the panic, shows a gain in favor of the 
United States, in one year, of over $400, 000, 000. 

It is not necessary that i shouid dwell upon the 
importance of this favorable state of the balance of 
trade. Balances must be settled in cash—in the 
money of the world. The enterprises of our busi- 
ness men reach out to all parts of the world. Our 
agricultural] and manufactured products more and 
more seek ana find their market in foreign coun- 
tries. The commerce of all parts of the world, 
bound together more than ever before by steam- 
ships, raiijroads, and telegraph, ie so connected 
that it must be conducted on the same princ'ples 
and by the same instrumentalities by ull who take 
part 1 it. 

We cannot if we would, we should not if we 
could, isolate ourselves from tae rest of the com- 
mercial world. lu all our measures forthe im- 
provement of our financial condition we should re- 
member that our increasing trade with South 
America and witu the Old Worid requires that our 
finuncial system sbali be based on principles whose 
soundness and wisdom are sanctioned by the um- 
versai experience and fhe general judgment of all 
mankind. With diminished and still diminishing 
public burdens of debt, expenditures, and interest, 
with an improved condition of currency and foreign 
trade, we may well hope that we are on the threshold 
of better times. But we must not forget that the 
surest foundation of a restored financial prosper- 
ity is a sound constitutional currency and un- 
stained national credit. 

CONCLUSION. 

There is another interesting subject that is worth 
giving attention to, and I think is encouraging and 
faliof hope. The surplus populations of the At- 
lantic slope of the States are finding their way, as 
tney never have done before, to the beautiful 
States and Territories atthe West. (Applause. | 
And what does that mean’ It means relief to the 
East. The surplus population that goes off gives 
a beiter opportunity for the employment of labor 
and industry there and here, and in the new 
States they are making their homes, and they are 
furnishing them a market for the supplies 
from the old States. But it has more 
than this double advantage. There are three 
advantages, It relteves the States, it furnishes a 
market to the old States, and with their products 
in the new States they help to swell the tide of ex- 
ports to the old countries. That's what this change 
of population means, and you know much more 
avout it than Ido. You have lived here and seen it. 
To-day, in conversation with a very young gentle- 
man, Gov. Ramsey, of Minnesota [great lauchier 
and applausel I thought some of the people 
would be pleased to hear me call him so young 
2 —— about thirty years ago, 
when in this whole territory of Minnesota and Da- 
kote they managed. by counting up haif-breeds 
and all sorts of good counting, to mike in the cen- 
sus 4,509 people. [Laughter.] In this town of 
St. Paul they had 150 inhaoditants. Down 
at Minneapolis perhape fifty. The precise num 
der in Minnesota I do not know. and now if you 
are nota million you soon will be [applause |}.

They met that difficuity as wise- 
ly and well as men could, but we looked and noped 
that the Goud that lowered over us in the shape of 
that difficulty would have passed away and dis- 
solved without the commotion that ensued. It 
was not thus to be. 

IT PASSED AWAY IN THE TEMPEST 
and the storm of battle. It cost us tue lives of our 
best and our bravest. It burdened our country 
with a great load of debt, which presses to-day 
upon labor and capital. Yet, when we remember 
all that was achieved; when we remember that the 
cause for which our brave men gave taeir lives was 
triumphant, whois there that will say that he 
would desire the discordant Union back instead of 
a Union in which, in every State, the great truth 
is recognized that all men are free and 
equal, with equal rights to life, to 
liberty, and to happiness? [Aoplanse.}] In the day 
that Jefferson uttered that celebrated sentence and 
wrote the Declaration of Independence it was called 
a *‘ glittering generality” by some. To-day it is a 
living reality. And now, my friends, I am sure 
that, in our time, we mean to take up our share of 
the burden that has come upon us. and to lift it 
manfully. Taose of us who have listened, as we 
have listened for the last few moments, to the 
President, | am sure feel that there is every ground 
for hope and for encouragement. The load is 
heavy, but

MRS. HAYES. 

After the conclusion of the remarks of the 
Attorney-General, there were loud calls for 
Mrs. Hayes. As Goy. Ramsey led tnat lady 
forward the air was rent with shouts that con- 
tinued for some moments. Mrs. Hayes bowed 
her acknowledgments and then modestly with- 
drew.

The first steps towards the formation of the 
new East-bound freight pool were taken yester- 
day. In accordance with resolutions passed at 
the late Saratoga meeting the Executive Com- 
mittee of Western Railroad Managers met at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel. There were present 
J. N. McCullough, Vice-President Pennsylvania 
Company; H. B. Ledyard, General Manager 
Michigan Central; John Newell, General Man- 
ager Lake Shore & Michigan Southern; J. Til- 
linghast, President Canada Southern; J. C. Mc- 
Mullin, General Manager Chicago & Alton; H. 
B. Hurlbut, President Indianapolis & St. Louis; 
and J. E. Simpson, Vandalia Line. 

Mr. J. H. Deveraux, of the Atlantic & Great 
Western, was represented by Mr. E. B. 
Thomas, of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincin- 
nati & Indianapolis. Mr. John King, Jr., of 
the Baltimore & Ohio, was represented by Mr. 
M. L. Doherty, General Freight, aod C. M. 
Wicker, Traffie Manaver of the Baltimore & 
Onio, and William Duncan, General Freight 
Agent of the Ohio & Mississippi. Mr. A. L. 
Hopkins, of the Wabash, was represented by 
Mr. J. M. Osborn, General Freight Agent of his 
road. Mr. L. J. Seargeant, of the Grand Trunk, 
was represented by Mr. F. A. How, Local 
Freight Agent of that road. Mr. F. Brough- 
ton, of the Great Western of Canada, and Mr. 
M. H. Smith, of the Louisville & Nashville, were 
not represented. There were also present at 
the meeting Mr. J. A. Grier, General Freight 
Avent Michigan Central; Addison Hills, General 
Freight Agent Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern; K. C. Vilas, General Freignt Agent Erie: 
W. H. Perry, General Freight Agent Canada 
Southern: William Stewart, General Freight 
Agent Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago; D. 8. 
Gray, Manacer ot the Star Line, and several 
others. 

Mr. J. N. MeCullough occupied the chair, and 
Mr. William Duncan acted as Secrétary. 

After some preliminary discussion as to the 

best mode of going to work, it was resolved to 
appoint a committee to decide from what points 
it was necessary to pool the business. The fol- 
lowing were appointed as the Committtee: Will- 
iam Stewart, Addison Hills, M. L. Doherty, F. 
A. How, J. Tillinghast, E. B. Thomas, and J. 
M. Osborn. 
The Committee, after having consulted for a 
long time, reported the following points from 
which the;East-bound business should be pooled: 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Peoria, Burlington, Quin- 
cy, Hannibal, East St. Louis, Dayton, Colum- 
bus, Indianapolis, Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, 
and Port Huron. 

Mr. Newell, of the Lake shore & Michigan 
Southern, was not satistied with this list, believ- 
ing that, in order to make the pool successful, a 
number of other points should be included. 

Tbe matter was referred back to the Commit- 
tee, who afierwards decided to add the foildw- 
ing points: Defiance, O., Louisville, Cincinuati, 
Logansport, Lafayette, Fort Wayne, and Terre 
Haute. These points have not yet been defi- 
nitely decided upon, but will undoubtedly be 
aporoved at to-day's meeting. 

A committee was appointed to prepare a cir- 
cular to be submitted to the various roads lead- 
ing Kast from the above-named common pool- 
ing points, requcsting them to decide upon ver- 
centages, etc. This Committee consisted of 
Messrs. D. 8. Gray, M. L. Doherty, and J. 
Tulinchast. 

The circular drawn up by this Committee is 
as follows: 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of 
Western railroads held this day to consider the 
subject of pooling through freight traffic from 
competing points in the West to through competi- 
tive pointe in the East the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

F irst—That the following points shall be pooled 
points: Chicago, Milwaukee, Peoria, Burlington, 
Quincy, Hannibal, East St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Dayton, Columbus, Indianapolis, De- 
troit, Toledo, Cleveland, Port Huron. Logansport, 
Lafayette, Fort Wayne, and Terre Haute. 

Second—That tonnage originating from the pool- 
ed points shall be included im the tonnage from 
such named pooled points. 

Third—Tnhat the tonnage for five years, or as 
much less period of time as may be agreed upon, 
prior to July 1, 1878, be taken as the basis for de- 
termining proportions due to each road. 

Fourth—That the roads leading East from the 
several competitive points named be earnestlv re- 
quested to have prepared at the earliest practica- 
ble date the statistics above required, that they 
may proceed to agree on the proceedings to be re- 
ceived by each of the roads interested. 

fF fth—Thatif they find themselves unable to 
agree on the proper proportinos uue to each, the 
question be referred to arbitrators, whose de- 
cision shall be binding on the parties. 

ta- That as the roads from the several points 
named come to agreement, tuey will report the 
name to the Chairman of this meeting, who will, 
upon receipt of reports from all the points named, 
call a meeting of the Committee to consider the 


same. 
Seventh—That this meeting shall be held ata date 


not later than Oct. 1. 

Kighth—That it shall consider in addition to the 
foregoing the date the pooling from the agreed 
points shall commence, together with the duration 
ot the same, and the means and measures for car- 
rying out all agreements relative to it. 

A committee was sppointed to call upon the 
managers of tne Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad requesting them to discontinue the 
practice of giving stock passes to shippers of 
live stock and their employes. 

At about haif-past 6 last evening the meeting 
adjourved untii 10 o’clock this morning, when 
the work left undone will be completed.

ITEMS. 

The managers of the Grand Trunk and Great 
Western Railroads of Canada were expected 
here yesterday, but they did not arrive. If they 
should come to-day, they will meet with the 
managers of the Canada Southern to see if the 
passenger business over the three lines between 
Detroit and Buffalo cannot be pooled. 

Private and press dispatches received here 
day before yesterday stated that Galveston and 
Houston, Tex., bad quarantined against St. 
Louis, and that business from this city to those 
points bad to be sent via Quincy. Since then 
the sanitary authorities of alveston and 
Houston have been prevailed upon to raise the 
blockade as far as St. Louis is coucerned, and 
Texas business can be shipped via St. Louis the 
same as usual. 


Mr. E. O. Seymour, Chicago Agent of the Erie & 
North Shore Dispatch (Last freight), has resign- 
ed to accept the position of Foreign Freight 
Agent at this city of the Hoosac Tunnel Line. 
Mr. Seymour is unusually well qualitied for the 
performance of the duties of his new position, 
and he will undoubtedly succeed in diverting a 
Y large share of the Western foreign business to 
his line. He is very popular with the shippers, 
and a tavorite among the railroad men. 


An attempt was made at the meeting of the 
Executive Committee of Western Railroad 
Managers yesterday to equalize the amount of 
baggage allowed to go iree with passengers 
from the various Western cities. At present 
there is much confusion on account of the dif- 
ferent rules regarding this matter at the 
various points. The Chicago roads, for exam- 
ple, allow 150 pounds to go free, ana the St. 
Louis roads but 100 pounds. Nothing was done 
in the matter, however, but the probabilities

LANDS FOR ACTUAL SETTLERS. 

Secretary Scuurz has, after hearing argu- 
ment from the railroad companies inter- 
ested, affirmed his decision made in July 
that all the lands granted by Congress to the 
several Pacific Railroads, and pot sold by 
those railroad companies within three years 
after the completion of the roads, are now 
open to private entry and pre-emption at 
the regular Government price for public 
lands of $1.25 per acre. The several grants 


provided that these lands should be open to 


private entry and to pre-emption unless 
they were sold and otherwise disposed 
of” by the railroad companies within the 
time limited. In some cases, as in certain 
Iowa roads, the railroad companies sold their 
lands in bulk for cash to land companies, 
and patents therefor were issued by the 
United States, and such lands have been 
held as private property, and regularly 
taxed by the State and local authorities 
as other lands patented by the Govern- 
ment. Inthe other cases, the companies 
executed mortgages of the lands, or convey- 
ances of the lands to trustees, with power to 
sell and give title, and apply the proceeds 
to the benefit of the companies. Mr. Jerry 
Brack has given an opinion that this con- 
veyance of the land to trustees, to secure 
debts or liabilities of the companies, fully 
overcomes the requirement of the law that 
all such lands not sold, or otherwise dis- 
posed of,” shall be open to private entry. 
He has declared that in his opinion the con- 
veyance of the land to trustees to secure the 
payment of mortgages was a “‘disposal” of 
the property, in the contemplation of law. 
Mr. Scnunz, however, takes a different 
view of the case. He claims that it has 
been the uniform policy of the United States 
to avoid the creation of large estates, and to 
place the public lands at such rates and in 
reasonable quantities within the easiest pos- 
sible reach of those seeking them for actual 
settlement. The accumulation of lands in 
large quantities in a few hands has al- 
ways been regarded with distrust, and as 
opposed to the best interests of the country. 
When Congress granted the immense quan- 
tities of land to aid in the construction of 
the several Pacific Railroads, the policy of 
securing the lands to actual settlers at rea- 
sonable prices was not abandoned. The 
companies were required to sell their lands 
within three years at such prices as could be 
got for them, or the land was to be opened 
to private entry at the standard price per 
acre, and be open also to the right of pre- 
emption. This would open them to all 
persons of limited means, leading to the 
early settlement of the lands, and furnishing 
cheap homes to the industrious. Mr. Scrurz 
decides, therefore, that the only disposition 
of the land intended by the law to take it 
out of the right of pre-emption and private 
purchase is a bona fide sale of the land 
within the time indicated by law. He holds 
that a mortgage is a mere security, vesting 
no title to the land in the mortgagee either 
before or after the condition is broken, be- 
cause the mortgage can be discharged as 
well after as at maturity. The companies in 
none of the cases have parted with the title 
to the property. He thus determines the 


matter finally : 

While the companies by the terms of the mort- 
gages had the righj to sell and dispose of the lands, 
the Trustees werd to receive the proceeds of all 
sales of lands made. This right of the companies 
to sell lands having ceased by virtue of the third 
section of the act of July 1, 1862. the security of 
the mortgagees will be subrogated by moncys aris- 
ing from sales when made by the Government. 


This decision stands as the law of the case 
until reversed by the courts. In the mean- 
time applications have been made at the De- 
partment for lands heretofore held by the 
railroad companies, and now open to private 
entry at $1.25 per acre. If this decision be 
affirmed, it will lead to the sale, for cash, or 
substantially cash, of an immense area of 
public lands along the lines of the railroad, 
leading to the rapid occupation and settle- 
ment and the filling up of the country with 
a productive population. We have no doubt 
that the railroads would profit largely by the 
immediate sale of all their lands at $1.25 per 
acre, and its cultivation by a permanent pro- 
ductive people. It would be more profitable 
to the railroads than the holding of the land 
indefinitely, and the consequent postpone- 
ment of settlement. 


SPECIE PAYMENTS IN SILVER DOLLARS 
RESUMED. 

The Treasury of the United States has 
practically resumed specie payments, be- 
ginning with silver dollars. It has at last 
recognized the important fact that a silver 
dollar is a standard coin of the United 
States, and a legal-tender for all purposes 
for which coin is a legal-tender. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has issued his official 
circular to all the officers of the Treasury to 
the effect: 

1. That silver dollars may be obtained 
from any public depository in exchange for 
greenbacks. These dollars will be paid out 
in exchange for greenbacks in sums of 
$1,000 and not over $10,000. All that the 
holder of the greenbacks has to do is to de- 
posit them at any Sub-Treasury and apply 
for the silver and obtain it. This is re- 
sumption in fact, as well asin law and in 
theory. It will at once put $10,000,000 
of silver dollars in circulation in 
addition to the greenbacks. It will 
vindicate the ability of the Government to 
keep the greenbacks at par with coin; it 
will vindicate the wisdom of the remonetiza- 
tion of silver ; and it will show that resump- 
tion of specie payments instead of contract- 
ing the currency will emancipate about 
$200,000,000 of coin now locked up, and 
add it to the general currency of the country. 

2. The Secretary gives notice that all Na- 
tional Bank notes sent to the Treasury for 
redemption, instead of being redeemed, as 
heretofore, in greenbacks, will be redeemed 


hereafter in silver dollars. Thus it will be 


seen that the whole paper currency of the 
United States is now redeemable, on demand, 
in coin. Specie payments are an accom. 
plished fact, and instead of there being any 
contraction of the currency the volume of 
the currency is increased by the addition of 
the coin to the money in circulation. 

The nominal difference of one-half of 1 
per cent between gold and greenbacks must 
now poss away. It is true that the silver 


dollars are payable at the Treasury for cus- 


toms, duties, and that the silver may be thus 
largely returned to the Treasury. But why 
should it be returned to the Treasury? 80 
long as the silver dollars will pay any duty 
and render any monetary service that gold 
will, the necessity for purehasing gold will 
no longer exist, No man will pays half 
per cent premium for gold to pay du- 
ties with when he can get all the 
silver he wants for that purpose at 
par in exchange for greenbacks or bank 
notes. There being no demand for the gold, 
there will of course be no premium on it, 
The trouble is not that there is too much 
silver, but that there is not enough. The 
business of the country can now absorb 
$75,000,000 more of silver dollars. ‘There 
is use for the coin in every village, town, and 
city in the country. There is use for it in 
every mining district, in every lumber 
region, and in every workshop. The scan- 
dalous fraud practiced in the circulation cf 
the trade and the Mexican dollars can now 
be abolished. No man ought to receive any 
of those coins. 80 long as they are kept in 
circulation they will be pushed to the exclu- 
sion of the standard dollar. With the stand- 
ard dollars in abundance they will become 
the most popular of all forms of money 
among those whose circumstances require its 
expenditure as fast as received. 

This action of the Secretary in resuming 
specie payments in silver dollars places the 
greenbacks at par in exchange for 4 per cent 
bonds. Any person having $50, or $100, or 
any other sum, in paper will now be able to 
exchange them at par for silver, and with 
the silver purchase a 4 per cent bond. This 
places these bonds without cost for premium 
on gold within reach of the whole people. 
As fast as the silver shall be returned to the 
Treasury in exchange for bonds and in pay- 
ment on duties, the Secretary can direct its 
repayment in exchange for interest coupons, 
the great mass of which, it is now as- 
certained, are held in this country 
by our own people. The interest 
paid out annually is about $90,000, - 
000, and the sum received for duties about 
$125,000,000. Coin is needed yfor these 
purposes throughout the year, the interest 
on some portion of the bonds being payable 
on the first of every month in the year. 
Thus the Secretary, even if he had four times 
the amount of silver dollars at his disposal 
that he now has, will always have the means 
of paying out the silver dollars as fast as 
they may be returned to him, Each coupon 
on every $100 4 per cent bond calls for one 
dollar, and a coupon 1s payable on the first 
of January, April, July, and October; each 
coupon on the 8100 4} per cent bond calls 
for $1.124, and one is payable on the first 
day in every March, June, September, aud 
December; and each coupon on the $100 5 
per cent bonds for $1.25, and one falls 
due on the first of every February, May, 
August, and November. Interest payments, 
therefore, on these bonds are in small sums, 
only payable in silver, and silver is especially 
available to redeem all these small eoupons. 

Under these circumstances there need be 
no trouble apprehended in keeping the silver 
in circulation, and the coinage of silver dol- 
lars to the full limit authorized by law may 
therefore be safely prosecuted. When the 
country is supposed to be clamoring for un- 
limited currency, even in the shape of fiat 
paper, there can be no danger that the 
people will complain of a surfeit of silver 
dollars, and the mints may therefore be 
allowed to coin to the full extent of the law. 

We submit the question to the deluded 
people who are clamoring for fiat paper, 
whetber the issue of silver dollars, and their 
exchange for greenbacks, and the use both 
of the paper and the silver interchangeably, 
is likely to injure the country. Here is the 
nation actually paying out silver dollars to 
all who want them in exchange for green- 
backs, and who is or can be injured by the 
operation? The whole silver coinage is now 
added to the general currency of the coun- 
try, and never in the history of the nation 
was there an equal number of paper and 
coin dollars, of an equal value, in general 
circulation. 


YELLOW-FEVER TREATMENT. 
It is somewhat remarkable that, while the 


principal cities of the Southwest are full of 
yellow fever, and their people, black and 
white, are dying off by hundreds every day, 
the physicians of that section cling to old 
remedies, the inefficiency of which is shown 
by the increasing mortality and the utter de- 
spair of the physicians themselves that there 
can be any relief until frost comes, aud re- 
fuse to give new remedies any sufficient test. 

It is still more remarkable that the very 
action of frost in extirpating the fever has 
not suggested to them an experimental rem- 
edy. The application of cold as a remedial 
agent in the case of fevers is nothing new. 
It has already been quite extensively adopt- 
ed in Europe, as Dr. Tucker showed in his 
recent communication to Tae Caicaco Trrs- 
ung, in the form of ice, cold air, cold drinks, 
and applications. There is nothing to prove 
that yellow fever is any exception to other 
fevers; on the other hand, its conditions are 
such as to indicate that it would yield more 
quickly and thoroughly to cold water and 
temperature treatment than the others. 
Whatever may be the cause of the fever, 
whether miasma or animalcuix,—and it is 
probably the latter acting upon the nervous 
centres or the organic structures of the blood, 
developing heat, which is always attend- 
ant upon decomposition,—there is one thing 
certain, and thatis, the impossibility that 
these animalcule can perform their mission, 
or that yellow fever can develop itself, be- 
low acertain degree of temperature. To 
create an artificial temperature in an apart- 
ment where fresh air must be constantly in- 
troduced is not practicable, except in isolated 
ceases; but it is both simple and easy to re- 
duce the temperature of the pody below that 
point which is necessary to the development 
of the fever by some of the many methods 
of applying cold water which are familiar to 
the profession. As Dr. Tucker says of the 
fever: ‘* Heat in excess is a constant phe. 
nomenon, and the danger to life is in exact 
ratio to the rise in temperature”; and yet, 
with this result clearly before their 
eyes, the Southern physicians seem to be 
persistent in applying the old remedies. 
which tend to increase the heat, and this, 
too, notwithstanding the mortality increases 
under the treatment. 

With such terrible results all about them, 
with the fever spreading and burning ‘in 
every quarter, and attacking not only those 
who are unacclimated but also those who 
have hitherto been supposed to be proof 
against it, why, in the name of ordinary hu- 
manity, do not the Southern physicians halt 
for a time and give the cold remedy a fair 
and thorough test ? When a man’s house is 
on fire he does not seek to put it out by 
applying a lighted torch, and yet this is just 
what these physicians are doing with their 
present remedies. Instead of reducing the 
bodily temperature with cold to that degree 


where itis absolutely certain yellow fever can- 


not exist, they add to the Leat of the fever, 


which of itself is dangerous to life, and thus 
add to the danger, The North is showering 
its sympathy upon the afflicted people of the 
South in the form of donations to relieve 
suffering. We believe the most substantial 
and blessed relief the sufferers can have is 
this remedy of cold which so many eminent 
physicians in the North are urging their 
Southern brethren to adopt. A drowning 
man will catch at a straw. Give the sick 
and dying another chance to live by the new 
remedy. The old is powerless. Anticipate 
Nature's infallible remedy by reproducing it 
now. To wait the tardy arrival of the frost 
will sacrifice thousands more of lives that 
may be spared. Even if it should prove un- 
successful, it can do no harm. 


AMERICAN MECHANISM ABROAD. 
The London Times, in a recent issue, de- 


votes three columns of description and two 
columns of editorial admiration to the Amer- 
ican mechanical display at Paris, and asserts 
that The activity and insight of the Amer- 
ican inventive genius develops more that is 
new and practical in mechanism than all 
Europe combined.” 

A list of the various forms of mechanism 
that have called out this tribute from the 
** Thunderer” may be of interest to American 
readers. It includes the self-binding reap- 
er, the writing-machine, the sewing- 
machines, the telephone, phonograph, 
and electric pen, all of which are now 
familiar to this country; a flexible shaft for 
transferring power round corners and to out- 
of-the-way places ; a wire-corkscrew machine 
that takes a piece of steel wire and throws it 
out a corkserew at one operation; a shoe- 
making apparatus that takes a piece of 
leather in the hide and turns out a pair of 
pegged or sewed shoes in fifteen minutes ; 
a planing-machine with a revolving cutter 
that can be moved in any direction over 
the surface to be planed; gold pens and 
automatic-built watches ; a micrometer which 
measures the twenty-five thousandth part 
of aninch, and a screw-gauge that detects 
inequalities in the thread of a screw up to 
hundred thousandths; two new forms of 
military rifle, the Lee gun and a breech- 
loader on the piston system; an improved 
revolver that rejects exploded cartridges, 
while it retains those not fired, and refuses 
to revolve when enipty; a book-holder for 
keeping books in their places on a shelf; 
and a locomotive that will burn cinders, 
smoke, and everything that is combustible, 

In looking about for the secrets of this 
inventive activity, the Times finds the prin- 
cipal one in the greater efficiency of labor in 
this country, and the increased cost and diffi- 
culty of hiring it, and upon this point it says : 


A man is driven toinvent machines for saving 
labor beeause he has such trouble in getting 
reliable skilled labor, and it is 50 ex- 
pensive when he does get it. This stimulus 
comes as a fresh and powerful goad when 
the ase Of many generations has deen to rely upon 
help which is suddenly withdrawn. The American 
housewife, though she w in a good position, cannot 
get Lhe assistance which is sv easily procurable 
bere, and yet it is something more than a conven- 
tional necessity that some of her household work 
should be taken off her hands. tler husband is 
worried by her household cares; he has to help ner 
in the discharge of tuem; ana he applies his mind 
to the task of lightening the labors that cannot be 
delivered over to others. The call for labor-saving 
machines is incessant, and the maker of them is 
always sure of his market. There is another cir- 
cumstance that tends greatly to multiply this 
species of manufacture. The machines in question 
are commonly made in the more settled part of the 
astern States, where labor is comparatively less 
efficient, and they are emploved most profitably in 
the less settled Western States, where labor is 
most efficient. This remark applies more to the 
labor-saving machines of agriculture and of manu- 
factures than to those used in the bhonsehold. 
Taking such machines from Connecticut for use in 
Lilinois is, in fact, Ouying labor m the cheapest 
and selling it in the dearest market, and the eco- 
nomical advant are enormous of thus carrying 
what may be called concrete labor in a form that 
never grumbies about wages from the Atlantic to 
the Mississippi States. 


The Times might have gone back still 
further in its search for causes, and found 
that the inventive activity of the Americans 
is the natural outgrowth of the struggle of a 
new people witha new condition of things, 
and with Nature in all her original surround- 
ings. This struggle has tended to make the 
people keen and quick in their imaginative 
facuities as applied to invention, and they 
have brought to ita higher degree of intel- 
ligence, because educational facilities have 
been more attainable and widespread, thus 
making skilled labor more universal in this 
country than in England. To illustrate this, 
it would only be necessary to compare the 
average English laborer in his dense igno- 
rance with the average American laborer. 
There are individual causes also at work. 
The majority of American young men are 
obliged to go to work and do somo- 
thing for a living, usually commencing 
at the bottom of the ladder and 
working their way up, and there 
are very few of them who are not continually 
studying and planning how to shorten the 
journey by the use of their inventive facul. 
ties. ‘Thus it happens that we are frequent- 
ly treated to the sight of some farmer, or 
clerk, or pedagogue, who has been plodding 
along upon smal! wages, suddenly emerging 
from the doors of the Patent-Office with an 
invention that makes his fortune. Again, 
most of the American inventions are the 
product of Yankee smartness. As a rule, the 
Yankee is averse to doing any more work 
than is absolutely necessary, consequently 
he devotes his life to the study of methods 
that will save labor, and the number of these 
methods that do not even appear in the 
patent-lists, but may be found in every 
household in New England, is legion. 

Whatever may be the causes, the American 
people have reason to plume themselves 
upon the results, and to congratulate them- 
selves that they have been so handsomely 
recognized abroad. That recognition has 
culminated in the awarding to Mr. Episow, 
one of the youngest and most modest of 
American inventors, the grand prize for in- 
vention. It is a wreath which, in an exhibi- 
tion of the products of all nations, the world 
places upon hisbrow. Its chief significance, 
apart from the illustrious honor to himself, 
lies in its confession that the youngest of 
all the nations leads the list in its efforts to 
enhance the general welfare of the world. 


SILVER IN EUROPE. 

Great attention is now being given in 
Europe to the silver question. The Latin 
Union meets next month to determine 
whether the Union shall be continued, and, 
if so, on what terms. The Congress of 
Weights ‘and Measures now in session at 
Paris has the money question before it. 
The leading foreign reviews are discussing 
it. The Revue des Deur Mondes has taken 
pains to present the two sides of the issue. 
Victor Borner has recently written for it 
on the gold side, and EutLx pz Lavexeyr in 
the last number has a strong article in favor 
of silver, in which he accomplishes the not 
easy feat of getting new light ont 
of old facts, The Journal des von- 
omists for August has a paper on 
“The Effects of the Double Mone- 
tary Standard,” by T. Mawnweoeurn, and 
prints the report made to the Swiss Com- 
mercial and Industrial Union by M. Fern 
Herzoa, the Swiss delegate to the late Paris 
Monetary Conference, on The Actual State 
of the Monetary Question.” Mannzcuiy’s 
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weapon is logic, and he proves to himself | 


that the single standard alone is right. Fres 
Hexzoc is an opponent of bimetalliam, and 
a bitter critic of the policy of the United 
States. He classes the reintroduction of the 
silver dollar as a measure of repudiation. 
This, because The gold standard existed in 
the United States asa matter of fact since 
1836, and as a matter of law since 1873.” 
Fees Herzoa has evidently obtained his 
points from some New York newspaper. If 
he had gone to original sources, he would 
have ascertained that the sole gold standard 
never existed in this country as a matter 
of fact, and as a matter of law only by the 
illegal act of the revisors of the United 
States Statutes. 

De Lavetsyz, on the other band, 
very clearly shows that this country in re- 
coming the silver dollar was only resuming 
their right, stipulated in the contract, to pay 
their bonds in silver. The United States 
have,” he says, failed in none of their en- 
gagements. and therein they have the ad- 
vantage of most of the European States, 
which, including England, have muleted 
their creditors by taxes, reduction of inter- 
est, forced redemption, or payment in de- 
preciated paper.” Dz Laveuere’s paper 1s 
on The Production and Consumption of 
the Precious Metals.“ It touches all the 
principal points of the silver controversy 
generally with a fact in preference to 
a theory. The essay is remarkable 
among its kind for the simplicity 
and interest of its figures. The author holds 
that an abundance of specie goes with pros- 
perity; that the need of coin is rapidly in- 
creasing, and that to throw silver out of use 
as money means ruin. Money is made of 
gold and silver; its volume affects prices, 
and through prices the welfare of every- 
body. 

The production of the raw material 
of money has sensibly diminished of late 
years; 1t once reached $223,000,000 a year, 
but is now only $170,000,000. Of this 
‘product, it is estimated $40,000,000 go 
into the arts and industries, $30,000,000 
to make good the wear and tear in the 
world of coin, $50,000,000 into Asia, and 
$40,000,000 are left for money. This ex- 
plains the trouble Germany is having in re- 
placing her silver with gold, and proves that 
the United States could never have resumed 
specie-payments on the gold basis, In 
the last twenty years there has been 
an extraordinary growth of international 
trade. That of England has increased 
97 per cent, of France 164 per cent, 
of Belgium 277 per cent, of Russia 269 per 
cent, of Austria 215 per cent, and of Italy 591 
per cent. The commerce of the whole world, 
according to the Hconomist Francais, has in- 
cregsed 140 per cent. Bills of exchange set- 
tle the most of the balances, but coin has 
to be used. The political changes in South- 
eastern Europe, and the road, bridge, and 
railway building operations of Russia in the 
Balkans and Roumania, of Austria in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, and of England in Cyprus, 
will draw millions of coin into that region. 

A wide belt of Asiatic and European terri- 
tory is shown by Ciirrz Lesiix to be emerg- 
ing from barter into commerce. This change 
is still in progress in Swedeu, Norway, Rus- 
sia, Hungary, Spain, Italy, Turkey, and all 
through Asia, with rising prices and an im- 
perative call for more coin. Credit is 
used as never before in trade, it is true, but 
credit must have a coin basis. Here is 
proof not to be gainsaid: England employs 
credit more and im more forms than any 
other country. In the last thirty years its 
stock of specie has more than doubled, rising 
from $250,000,000 in 1844 to $600,000,000 in 
1877. Warm Baornor, the foremost En- 
glish financial writer, always insisted En- 
gland was on the verge of ruin because ite 
credit system was too heavy for its coin re- 
serves. When Secretary BovutwEit was in 
London selling United States bonds, he had 
on deposit atthe Bank of England about 
522,000,000. He was notified by 
the Bank not to withdraw that sum 


in specie, but to take bills of exchange; . 


otherwise the bank would use its vast power 
to close the London market against his 
bonds. The Secretary of course had to 
yield. When the British Government had 
the $15,000,000 of the Alabama indemnity 
to pay to this country, the commercial and 
financial circles of London petitioned the 
Government not to make the settlement in 
coin. De Lavetere declares that Europe 
ought to bless the United States for having 
spared it the frightful financial crisis that 
would have been caused by the withdrawal 
of gold to resume specie-payments with the 
gold standard. The conclusions of Scess in 
his book on the Future of Gold, which has 
been fully reviewed by Tun Taro, are 
approved by De Lavetere. It is a geo- 
logical fact that the production of gold is 
decreasing, and it isa financial fact that 
the demands of commerce and credit for 
coin are increasing. This ascertained, the 
question of discontinuing the use of silver 
becomes simply a question whether it is 
best for the world to have a large or small 
stock of coin. Hume, in his essay on 
Money, gives the answer when he shows how, 
ina community where money (not credit) 
begins to circulate more freely than before, 
trade and industry start forward, and the 
merchant, the farmer, and the manufacturer 
redouble their efforts. The American Mone- 
tary Commission, in their report of 1877, in 
the chapter called Shrinking Money Fatal 
to Labor,” have givén many proofs of this 
great truth. The prodigious development 
of trade and production that followed 
the gold-discoveries of California and Austra- 
ia are proof enough. The Holland Mone- 
tary Commission of 1873 admirably described 
the good effects of an abundance of hard 
money. ‘There are two countries before us 
that illustrate the whole matter. Germany, 
by driving out silver and suppressing small 
bank-notes, has made money scarce. No 
country has suffered as much as Germany in 
the prevalent worldwide distress. France, 
besides a large bank circulation, possesses 
a stock of coin money that is continually 
added to by its foreign trade. No country 
has suffered less from the panic than France. 
The declaration of the French Minister of 
Finance, Laon Say, at the Monetary Con- 
gress last month, that France was waiting for 
the time to come when she could resume the 
free mintage of silver, shows that France 
understands the secret of her strength. 


One of the planks of the Fiat platform of the 
chaps who nominated Feisn for Congress last 
week in the Second District reads: “Ali per- 
sons who produce wealth out of the resources 
of nature are entiticd to its use and enjoyment.” 
None of the Fiat chaps undertook to ex iain just 
what this proposition is intended to include.

For example, 
the string of boys and loafers who sit on the 
breakwater-piling along fhe shore of the lake, 
fishing day alter day and month after month, 
are entitled to “the wealth they produce in 
the shape of fish caught, to use and enjoy, sell 
or broil, as cach catcher pleases. We are not 
aware of any plank in the Republican or Demo- 
cratic platiorm that coutreveves their right.

THE SEVENTEENTH WARD. 

A meeting of the Seventeenth Ward Repub- 
lican Club was held last evening at the corner of 
Chicago avenue and Sedgwick street for the 
purpose of selecting five delegates to the Con- 
gressionpal Convention, subject to the decision 
of the primaries. Mr. A. H. Robinson, Presi- 
dent of the Club, occuvied the chair: 

Mr. P. A. Sundelius moved the appointment 
of a committee of five to select ten names, from 
which the meeting should choose the requisite 
number of delegates. The motion prevailed, 
and Messrs. Sundelius, Cannon, Grues, Eimsted, 
and Cariett were appointed as such committee. 

While the Committee was out, the President 
called upon Gen. Leake, candidate for Congress, 
to address the meeting. This the General did 
in a brief speech, saying that ft had become the 
fashion nowadavs for candidates to present 
themselves and allow the voters to take their 
measures, as it were. He believed there was a 
good prospect of the next House being Repub- 
lican by a respectable majority, and he insisted 
on the necessity of a change so desir- 
able. As for himself he was ready to 
support any unexceptionable man that 
the Convention saw fit to nominate, 
whoever he might be. The Republican party, 
as it ever had been, was desirous of putting the 
best men forward, and there was nothing in its 
record of Which any of its members could be 
ashamed. What it had to do now was just what 
it had ever tried to do,—nominate its best men, 
and labor earnestiy to elect them. 

Gen. Leake’s remarks proved very accepta- 
ble, judging from the applause which followed 
as he closed. Mr. Dixon, of the First Ward. 
was called upon, and responded in a speech 
made ud for the most part of an attack on “the 
policy.” 

The Committee returned about this time, and 
reported the following names: J. J. Engberg, 
G. A. Grues, Robert Knight, Thomas Cannon, 
L. H. Ellickson, A. G. Anderson, Olaf Vider, 
Alexander Turney, K. Eimstea, Robert D. 
Carlett. 

Mr. Mullins moved to add to the Committee's 
report the following names: A. H. Robinson, 
C. F. Peterson, G. L. Ward, Peter Johnson, P. 
A. Sundelius, Robert Knight, L. H. Ellickson, 
John Sampson, G. A. Grues, Alex Boome. 
These gentiemen, he claimed. would best repre- 
sent the Club and the Republicans of the ward. 
The motion, however, was lost. 

A short recess was taken to allow the mem- 
bers of the Club time to make up their minds 
as to how they wanted to vote. 

After the recess tellers were appointed. 

Mr. Mullins moved so call the roll of mem- 
bers, and vote accordingly. He saw before him 
a lot of people who never had voted the Repub- 
lican ticket, and who never would, and it was 
unfair to allow them to have any voice in the 
proceedings. 

The motion was violently opposed by a voung 
man of alleged Democratic faith by the name of 
Jim Colon. With a good deal of voice he gave 
it out that there were several Republicans pres- 
ent whose pames didn’t appear on the roll. He 
moved to lav the pending motion ou the table. 

The -stentorian voice of Mr. Robert Knight, 
bricklayer, was beard in the land. In thunder 
tones he made it knowo that a meeting had 
been held Saturday evening, at which full op- 
portunity had been given all the Republicaus in 
the ward to put their names on the roll. 

Mr. Knight was choked off by Colon’s advis- 
ing him notto talk so loud that he could 
be heard over at the County Building. 

Mr. Sundelius claimed that the motion to ta- 
ble was out of order, and referred to the Club's 
constitution as bis authority. : 

The Chairman decided against Colon, who, 
not to be put upon and held down without a 
struggle, moved to suspend the rules, and allow 
all present the privilege of voting. 

A man near by got up, and was about to draw 
a paraliel between the Seventeenth and Fourth 


Wards, for the purpose of showing that the 


same difficulty had afiiicted the Club in the lat- 
ter about a year ago, when Colon vociferatea to 
the Chairman bis opinion that the speaker 
was out of order. While the Chairman was 
making up his mind bow to decide the 
point, the speaker and Colon were going 
through an exciting dialogue, in Which the most 
easily distingnished words were: Fourth 
Ward.” “Out of order,” “Who's ruuniog 
this? **Shat up.“ won't.“ Well, vou won't 
go on,” “I Will.“ We'll see that you don't,“ 
etc., ete. 

In the midst of it all Mr. Sundelins arose and 
moved that the tellers get somebody’s hat, 
place it on the table, and see that no votes went 
into it except those cast by known Republicans. 

Colon again made bimself conspicuous by op- 
posing the motion. lle was surrounded by 
others of the same ilk, who egged him on by 
encouraging remarks and generons applause. 
After there had been enough time lost in talk 
to elect twice the necessary number of dele- 
gutes, Mr. Turney, near the Chairman, got up 
aud moved, ia view of the evident differcace of 
opitiion, that the Club place no delegate ticket 
in the field, but leave the whole matter to be 
decided at the primaries. 

Mr. Mullins said be liked the motion. Ue 
was proceeding to make further observations 
when the jloud-mouthed Colon again put in his 


oar. 

Mr. Mullins, pale, and with trembling voice. 
—he has been sick fora week and had just 
gotten out,—said he didn’t care to be interrupt- 
ed by-a thief and pickpocket. 

In an iustent Colon was on bis feet and mak- 
ing rapid strides for Mullins. There was blood 
io his eve. Mullins reached bis hand back to 
his hip-poeket to draw his gun, and the bystand- 
ers rushed between. But there was a certain 
handkerchie!, or something else, that obstracted 
the eeress of the revoiver from Multins’ 
back pocket, and, although its owner 
continued to fumble for it. he 
couldn't bring it into range. Colon, still egged 
on by his friends, who set up an infernal racket 
with their mouths, was spoiling ior a fight, 
while Mullins would doubtless have attempted 
to do some miscitef it he could only have de- 
tavhed that enn [from its resting-place in his 
pants, Both combatants were held back, how- 
ever, by their respective friends, and only a War 
of words followed, Colon yelling to the man 
with the howitzer that he'd get the d—d thing 
away from him before he was a week older. 

Mr. Sundelius made the peaceful and welcome 
motion to adjourn. it prevailed by a large 

jority. 
gens friends got him out and took him 
home unscathed: and Colon vented his indigna- 
tion at being deprived of the sport incident to a 
fight.

shall be entitied to vote one vote for as many 
delegates from his precinct as shall be apportioned 
to each precinet, and no more. 

The substitute was adopted.

MONTREAL, Sept. 5.—Costaflorez, the alleged 
murderer of Matheson, the French peddler, is 
feigning madness. 

A mau named John Alexander De Longueuil, 
who bas been representing that he is one of the 
heirs to a large property opposite this city, is a 
fraud. It is said he bas no claim whatever to 
the property, and that he has been raising 
money in the United States and elsewhere on 
the strength of his coming into the succession. 

The Bishop of Three Rivers has called the at- 
tention of his people to the principles which he 
enunciated twelve years ago with regard to the 
duties of Catholics when called upon to vote 
where there are two candidates, one of whom 
is a French Canadiav, and the other 
a Protestant of different nationality. 
The foliowing is a faithful and reliable analysis 
of his words: He said that a Catholic may vote 
for a Protestant candidate, provided he have 
the qualification required by the fourth Concile 
Provinciale of Quebec; that is to say, that he be 
aman trulv upright, honest, and capable of 
periorming the important duty confided to him, 
to look after the welfare of religion and of the 
State, and to work faithfully to promote and 
secure it. He also took ovcasion to repel ener- 
gcetically the slanderous and calumuſous charges 
brought by some hot-headed young men against 
a large class of their co-religionist-Catholics,— 
these young men having denounced them to the 
Protestants as bigots, who sought to oppress 
the religious liberty of their separated brethren, 
the Protestants. He reminded them of the 
lovalty with which Catholics had 
always acted towards their fellow-coun- 
trymen of different origin and belief, 
by choosing from their number. on many occa- 
sions, men to represent their interests in Par- 
liament. He even asked the citizens of Three 
Rivers if they had ever been reproached by 
their religious authorities for having elected 
Protestant candidates whom they considered 
worthy qf confidence. He, nevertheless, told 
them that, under ordinary circumstanees, with 
everything equal besides, between a French- 
Canadian Catholic and a Protestant of different 
origin as candidates. it would only be right for 
the Catholics to prefer their co-religionist to a 
man whose faith and race differed from his, es- 
pecialiv as it had always been the custom to do 
so by his separated brethren, the Protestants, 
who could bardly object to their conduct being 
imitated. In conclusion, be said that he would 
view with great pleasure an amicable under- 
standing amongst the citizens which would lead 
to peace and harmony in their midst, and re- 
sult. in av uncontested election.

Sharks. 

Last Friday afternoon, while a large seine 
was being hauled ashore at East Haven, Conn., 
a violent commotion was noticed among the 
heads and tails of the thousand whitefish which 
were struggling in the moving net. As the net 
came on the sand-beach it was found that the 
eharks were gorging themselves on the white- 
fish, and when they saw the condition they were 
in thev lashed ihe water with their tails, and 
whirled themselves around in the foam which 
their movements had made. A reporter of the 
New Haven Journal describes the scene. One 
of the men present stepped out, he says, 
among the thousands of flapping white- 
fish, ax ip hand, and dealt two of the 
largest sharks a powerful blow.

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TRIEVES CAUGHT. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Query, III., Sept. 5.—Two men were arrest- 
ed in the city last evening who are supposed to 
have stolen goods from the American Express 
Company during the last few days. They are 
entire strangers here, and all of the circum- 
stances thas far connected with their arrest 
lead to the belief that they are a pair of the 
most expert Chicago sharpers that ever came 
to Quincey. They arrived in town night before 
last, and went toa boarding-house on Front 
street, where they left some packages, but did 
not return during the night. Yesterday after- 
noon the proprietor of the house had his suspi- 
cions aroused, and examined the bundles to ascer- 
tain their contents. He found that they bore 
the American Express Company’s label, and 
were directed to parties in Macomb, and notified 
Agent Fargoof the fact. That gentleman at 
once informed Capt. McGraw, who sent detect- 
ives, and subsequently went in person, in 
search of the suspicious parties. The boarding- 
house-keeper described them minutely, and it 
was not long before the Chicf-of-Police discov- 
ered them in Bradbury’s Hotel. The two pris- 
oners were taken to the aalaboose, together 
withthe packages they had left in the hotel. 
Subsequently other parcels belonging to the 
same men were found in the old house oppo- 
site the round-house. One of the bundles se- 
cured was wrapped in a paper addressed to 
Joseph Burton, at Macomb, from Nuttine’s 
clothing house in Chicago, marked (C. O. D. 
822. Another wrapper had on the express label 
and was directed to C. H. Black, Macomb. 
They also had with them a tent, which was 
done up in one of these wreppers, a sweat- 
cloth, dice, buckboard, and gambling applian- 
ces Of various kinds. A telegram was at once 
sent to Macomb, und 4 reply from Mr. 
Burton notified the Express Company that 
a package for him had been expected for sev- 
eral days, but had not arrived. Dispatches were 
also sent to Chicago to ascertain if any goods 
sent by express from there were missing. It 
was not supposed that the goods were stolen at 
Macomb, but rather that they were “nipped” 
from the express wagon in Chicago before it 
reached the depot. The men had registered at 
Bradbury’s under the names of Bessett and 
Quartemona, but these were evidently false sig- 
natures. They are both of medium stature. 
one of light complexion, with mustache: the 
other with dark combiexion, evidently Germa 
having black hair and eyes, mustache, 
Burnside whiskers.

SAGSTATTER. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Menasaa, Wis., Sept. 4.—Our unusually quiet 
commenity has been the scene of a tragedy, the 
first in its history. Michael Sagstatter came to 
this place twenty-three years ago, and has been 
in the employ of Henry Hewitt, Jr., an exten- 
sive pine-log dealer and Cashier of the National 
Bank, the greater portion of that time. He has 
always been an honest, industrious, and temper- 
ate man, and therefore much sympathy exists in 
this community for him. The particulars are as 
follows: It is very evident that the prisoner had 
good reasons to believe that his wife was not 
particular enough in bestowing her whole affec- 
tions upon him, whom she had sworn to love, 
honor, etc., and that be was daily becoming 
more convinced that a colored individual, a 
tonsorial artist, the proprietor of a barber shop, 
under the guise of giving her employment by 
washing his linen, towels, etc., was really mak- 
ing love at the same time. Sagstatter watched 
proceedings, and last Monday became fullv satis- 
fied that his suspicions were well founded, and to 
remind her of his angry feelings, used sufficient 
corporeal punishment to cause her to swear 
out a Warrant against him, ana he was let out 
on bail. Last Monday evening she repaired to 
the house in company with the colored gentle- 
man (whose name is Jordan Hester) for her 
clothing. Sagstatter, frenzied with rage, 
took a carbine. chased her out into the back- 
yard, and within a few feetof the back door 
discharged the contents ef the weapon at her, 
both balls passing through ber body, coming 
out of the right breast. She lived about twen- 
ty minutes. Sagstatter is safety lodged in the 
County Jai at Oshkosh, awaiting his trial, 
which will take place in the fall. Much sym- 
pathy exists for him, and indignation for the 
darky.

The father of the notorious Pau! de Cassagnac 
is publishing in Figaro his recollections of the 
Second Empire, and in one chapter Victor Nugo 
is charged with having marked Bonapartist pro- 
clivities. These are suggestive passages: 1 
have private reasons of my own for thinking 
that if, 
1850, I had come up in September, 1549, Victor 
Hugo would have been one of the Kmperor’s 
greatest and most faithful Ministers. The rup- 
ture between those two great intellects took 
place on the 2th of October, 1849. Victor 
Hugo did not wish it: the Emperor regretted it 
bitterly.” Again: His house was, if not a 
rallying ovint, at least a trysting place 
for the Imperialists. I met at his house 
Prince Joachim Murat, and Madame 
Hamelin, an intimate friend of the Empress 
Josephine and Queen Hortense. His mind was 
richly stered with souvenirs of the Empire, and 
M. Thiers was quite justified in asking him to 
celebrate ina poem the return of Napoleon’s 
bones to Paris. It will thus be seen that no 
ope was better prepared than Victor Hugo to 
welcome the return and support the power of 
Louis Napoleon, named President of the Re- 
public, and confidential and friendiy intercourse 
soon was established between the Prince aud 
the Poet. Then came the fatal rupture of (ct. 
20, 1840.“ Wnat that rupture was M. de Cas- 
sagnac tells in his oon way. There was a de- 
bate on the Roman question. Victor Huro 
strongly attacked the power of the French Gov- 
ernment in bringing about the restoration of 
the Pope; and when the Prince and the Poet“ 
met there was a quarrel, which M. de Cassagnac 
thinks he could have made up. The fatber of 
M. Paul is evidently a garrulous old man, whose 
reminiscencea are entertaining rather than 
trust worthv.

The Mexican Minister Visits Sev- 
eral Leading Factories. 


Largely-Attended Reception at Hershey 
, Hall in the Evening. 


Opinions of Prominent Men on Building 
Up Our Trade with Mexico. 


The Senor Delivers an Able Speech on the 
Commercial Question. 


The Mexican Minister, Don Manuel de Zama- 
cona, accompanied by Carliste Mason, J. W. 
Collins, M. Rubel, T. W. Baxter, C. F. Pierce, 
and E. W. Blatchford, of the Manufacturers’ 
Association, devoted yesterday to inspecting 
the larger factories and getting an idea of Chi- 
cago’s products. In the evening he was 
given a reception at Hershey Hall by 
the Association, and saw about 600 of 
the merchants, mauufacturers, and capitalists 
of the city. On the platform were the Hon. 
Carter H. Harrison, Gen. Fremont and wife, 
Judge Moore, Col. Bowen, and others. while in 
the audience were Acting-Mayor Gilbert and 
two-thirds of the Aldermen, Robert Law, Gen. 
Buford, Phil Hoyne, Judge Rogers, H. Z. Cul- 
ver, M. Rubel, J. Sterling Morton of Nebraska, 
the Hon. Lewis Steward, A. W. Kingsland, R. 
W. Dunstan, John Marder, Mayor Reeves of 
Elgin, Col. W. H. Raynor, A. L. Morrison, E. P. 
Goodwin, T. W. Baxter, and the Hon, Irus Coy. 

The exércises were opeved with a special wel- 
come song by the Chicago Quartette, the 
chorus of which was:

LETTERS. 

Thomas Allen. President of the St. Louis & 
Iron Mountain Railroad, says: 

I take deep interest in behalf of a good commer- 
cial treaty with Mexico, believing that the devei- 
opment of trade between the two countries is a de- 
mand of the times, and should be one of the leading 
objects of present statesmauship and commercial 
enterprise. 

R. H. Chilton, of the Columbus Manufactur- 
ing Company, says: 

It has often been a matter of surprise to me that 
our Government, ever jealous of any infringement 
of the Monroe doctrine, should have so overlouked 
the almost absolute monopoly of the Mexican and 
South American trade by the English. naturaily 
belonging to us by our nearer contiguity and nu- 
merous products, natural and which 
could be profitably exchanged under reciprocity 
treaties which could no doubt be established be- 
tween the aifferent nations of the American conti- 
nent. Such a relation would seem especially de- 
sirable with Mexico, our immediate neighbor, 
with whom we wish to be united by ties of com- 
mon interests and sympathies too strong to 
be lightly set aside. It is eminently appropriate 
that Chicago, our most enterprising city, —.— 
ing from her geographical position, stretching out 
to both oceans and tne Gulf, with unparalleled 
transportation facilities, beth by rail and water, 
should inaugurate steps to bring about so impor- 
tant a measure. 

Gov. Axtell, of New Mexico, says: 

I believe it to be both our interest and duty to 
preserve the most friendly relations with our sis- 
ter Republic. On a iong and thinily-setticd fron- 
tier there will often spring up many causes of an- 
poyance to the good people of both countries liv- 
ing in the immediate vieinity, and, therefore, it 
becomes the more imperative that we should both 
be provided with a good stock of os gg 
friendship, that we may kindly forbear eac 
other. I think such good, Christian feeling, eup- 
plemented with a railroad near the border, will 
avert war between sister Republics. and be at the 
same time much more profitable and pleasing to 
the citizens and manufacturers of both countries. 

Gen. Shields says: 

I know Mexico well, having been in that country 
much since the war. and nothing bas surprised me 
more whiie there than the neglect of the United 
States to cultivate close and friendly relations, 
commercially and otherwise, with that neighbor 
Republic. A great market can be opened in 
that country for American manufactures, but 
by the remiseness of our Government it 
is allowed to be supplied from Earope. 
I congratulate Chicago upon movin in 
this matter. and all the cities of the Union should 
join yon in calling upon the Government to afford 
instant aid to enter upon the work of opeping up 
that market. 

Senator Oglesby says: 

The effort being made to increase our com- 
mercia) relations with the Republic of Mexico, by 
both countries, is a most commendable one: one 
specially to be favored by the United States and 
the Northwest. Peacefal and commercial rela- 
tions with the Repuplic of Mexico instead of mili- 
tary expeditions and a state of war are what we 
desire, and should by ali means be encouraged. 

The Hon. E. B. Washburne says: 

it is our interest to cultivate the most friendly 
relations with the neighboring and friendly Re- 
public. 

Thomas A. Scott says: 

The deep interest that is now felt in the estab- 
hshment of elo commercial relations between our 
own country and Mexico will, I trust, find a perma- 
nent and practical expression. I am glad 
that Chicago ie moving so actively in this matter, 
and am sure that the results which can be achieved 
will justify a broad and liberal policy upon the part 
of its citizens. 

Joseph Nimmo, Jr., of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Washington, says: 

Our commercial relations with Mexico, like 
those with Canada, are intimately connected with 
our internal trade from the fact of territorial con- 
tiguity. The distinguishing topographicai feature 
of Mexico will always control the direction of ite 
foreign commerce, ¢he a being chiefly 
located upon the interior higblands. All the cities 
are in the interior, and, with the exception of 
Mexico and Pueblo, are practically cut off from 
foreign commerce. Even these two cities aitained 
their population before the railroad was construct- 
ed. Reflect for a moment upon this remarkable 
anomaly of a country having a population of 
10, 000, 000. with all its large cities in the interior, 
and practically cut off from foreign commerce. 
These cities have grown up mainly from internal 
industries and internal trade. The foreign com- 
merce of the populous Interior district is quige in- 
sicnificant from the fact that, with the exception 
of the single line of railroad from Vera Crus to 
to the City of Mexico, the only means of trans- 
portation are horses, mules, asses, the In- 
dian peons. It ap to me, therefore, that the 
only way in which any considerable commerce can 
be built up between the United States and Mexico 
is by the extension of our railroad system from the 
Rio Grande to the City of Mexico. The maritime 
trade of Mexico ie largely with other eountries. 
er productions are, however, almost all of the 
character which would at once to a 
commerce with oar Southern, Southwestern, and 
Northwestern States. There is to-daya market 
in our Western. Norihwestern, and Southern and 
Southwestern States for the entire surplus prod- 
ucts of Mexico, and, with proper railroad trans- 
portation, there would probably spring up a recép- 
roca! trade in the manufactured products of this 
country, and, to a considerable extent also, in 
our agricultural products.

Lendon Times, Aug. 23.

The reserve of notes in the bauking department i* 
now a tritle over N. 000,000, or about £600, 000 
better than it was a fortnight ago, and, inciudiog 

the coim reserve, the increase on the week has 
bern £562,000. lu other words, there te Dow a 
total bauking ceserve of £0, 275. This w very 
small, cunsidering the probabilities of the not very 
distant future but there is some ground for satis- 
faction in the fact that the 5 per cent rate bas had 
a sensible eifect. The principal gain this week 
lies, however, in the decrease of the bank's liabil- 
ities. Both the publicand private deposits have 
fallen off, reduceng the tiabilities of the bank by 
about £1,000,000, At the same time the Govern- 
ment secuitics have fallen £100,000, and the 
other securities £1, 264,000, eo that a large 
amount must have been repaid to the bank by the 
public, and the reserve thereby in some measure 
strengtheucd. The proportion of reserve to ha- 
bilities is wow 3Y per cent, a rise of 3 per cent 
hee lust returea, aud the bank may therefore be 
said to have gained cousiderable strength. No 
bullion has, however, been as yet attracted from 
abroad, and there is therefore no ground for mak- 
ipy money really cheaper.

“LEGAL MATTERS. 


VYesterday’s Proceedings in the Different 
Courts of Kecord. 

Stewart Patterson, a miaor much below the 
age of 21 years, to-wit: 34¢ years old.“ by his 
guardian, James B. Galloway, yesterday began 
a suit in the Circuit Court against Hart I. 
Stewart, George M. Pullman, Hannah M. 
Williams, Helen W. Johnson, Stewart Clark, 
Frances 8. Matthews, and John C. Patterson, to 
recover his share in his mother’s estate. He 


says that on the 6th of January, 1875, his 
twother. Jeanie Patterson, died, leaving him and 
his father, John C. Patterson, her only beirs. 
She owned at the time of her death an undivided 
one-fifth interest in fee in Lots 13 and 14 in 
the Assessors’ Division of Lots 1, 2, 7, and 8, in 
Block 37 of the Original Town of Chicago, and 
complainant alleges that he is entitled to the 
whole of it as sole heir by the laws of IIIinois, 
his mother having died intestate. The other 
owners of the property are Hannah M. Will- 
iame, Helen W. Johnson, Frances V. Matthews. 
and H. L. Stewart, as trusteeof Stewart Clark. 
In October, 1871, Hart L. Stewart, Mrs. Patter- 
son, Mrs. Williams, and Helen W. Johnson 
made a conveyance of their interests to George 
M. Pullman as trustee, thus giving him a four- 
fifths interest, or else all but Stewart and 
Frances V. Matthews*conveyed, giviug him a 
three-Hiths interest. The deed is so ambiguous 
that complainant cannot tell exactly what in- 
terest Pullman has. At an rate, from 
the date of the deed Mrs. Patterson 
became entitled to a one-fifth interest in 
the income of the estate, aud since 
her death complainant as her heir should have 
had it. Hart L. Stewart has had the actual con- 
trol of the property since the great fire, and 
bas received at least $250,000 therefrom, and 
has mortgaged it for $125,000, and made im- 
provements. Complainant claims $14,000 as 
back profits, and thinks his annual income 
therefrom should be about $2,000 a year. Stew- 
art and t’uliman, as ts charged, have allowed 
about $138,000 of taxes to accumulate, have 
recognized various fraudulent claims as valid, 
allowed the interest on the indebtedness to run 
behind, have paid some illegal claims, and 
allowed the property to become almost 
hopelessiy involved. It yields au an 
nual income of nearly $20,000, but is incum- 
bered for $175,000, and the greater portion 
of the profit goes for interest. Stewart its 75 
years old, and incapable of taking proper care 
of the estate, and there is danger that the $125,- 
000 trust-deed will be foreclosed for non-pay- 
ment of interest. Stewart has been parposely 
refusing to settle this in hopes of forcing the 
mortgagee, Mrs. Hetty R. Green, into taking a 
lower rate of interest, but complainant charges 
that the result will probably be to drive her to 
foreclosing, avd thus cut off all his interest. He 
aiso charges that Puliman, by his remissness, 
has made himself liable, and asks to have an ac- 
count and the appointment of a Receiver, who 
will take charge of the estate, collect the rents, 
and faithfully eare for the interests of all parties 
intérested.

The act of June 30, 1864, under which this 
Treasury note was issued, Sec. 2, provided that 

Such of the notes as shall be made payable, prin- 
cipal and interest. at maturity, shall be a legal- 
tender to the same extent as United States notes, 
for their face value. exclading interest, and may 
be paid to any creditor of the Umited States at their 
face value, excluding interest, or to any creditor 
willing to receive them at par, including interest; 
and any Treasury notes issued under the authority 
of this act may be made convertible, at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, into any 
bonds issued under the authority of this act. 

As the interest on these notes was payable at 
six different timea, and not at the maturity of 
the notes, they fell outside the legal-tender 
rule, and were never a legal-tender until the 
passage of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States in 1874, when the following section 
(3,590) became a law. The portion of it which 
we print in italics was cut off from the sevtion 
by the editor of the Chicago /nter-Ocean, in an 
article oe hed Aug. 48, wherein he tried to 
maintain his false position. This suppressed 
provise knocks the legal-tender feature out of 
these notes, so far as their use in redeeming 
bank circulation is concerned; and that is one 
of the most important qualities in all paper cur- 
rency. If it will not redeem bank-notes, it is 
not alegal-tender when a panic and a ruu on 
the banks take piace: 

Sac. 3. 500. Treasury notes issued under the au- 
thority of the acts of March 3, 1868, Chap. 73. 
and June 30. 1864, Chap. 172, shall be a legal- 
vender to the same extent as United States notes, 
for their facejvalue, excluding interest: Provided, 
that Treasury notes issued under the act last named 
shali not be a legal-tender in payment or redemp- 
tion of any notes issued by any bank, banking as- 
sociation, or banker, calculated and intended to 
cercutate as money. 

Not one of these 7.308 bore the inscription, 
“a legal-tender,’’ such as every other Treasury 
note bore which was made a legal-tender by the 
act authorizing its issue. The total amount of 
7. Me issued under the act of 1864 was as fol- 
lows, by denominations:

being an average value of $267.50 to each vote. 
Very few of them Were ever seen among work- 
ingmen, farmers, or merchants doing a small 
business, for these classes seldom have $50 at a 
time. A fewofthe notes were paid out to 
soldiers and other public creditors who chose to 
accept them with interest included. 

The Second National Bank of Detroit, which 
disbursedover $4,500,000 of Government money 
during the War and soon alter its close, paid 
out only one lot of $4,000 of 7.308, mostiv in $50 
notes. and no more. It got the accrued interest 
on them at the time of payment. 

Que of the editors of the ican, who 
was in the Union army four yeara, received $500 
in 7.30 notes; but, as part ot them were pavable 
to the order of a man in Michigan, they had to 
be returned here from Alabama for proper in- 
dorsement. Another editor of the epudblican 
bought a 7.30 note of $100 for investment at a 
broker's office in Detroit, but, as there was a 
hitch in the indorsement, some two weeks’ time 
was lost before his title tothe note could be 
made secure. 

Dr. George E. Ranney, of this city, informs 
us that he was once paid a 7.30 note at par 
value with the coupons all cut off. He did not 
notice that it bad nearly three years to run, and 
was obliged to hold it during that time without 
interest, except for the last six months. Being 
fundable into a 6 per cent coin bona, the note 
brought a premium at maturity of about 2 per 
cent. 

Whitney Jones, of this city, who now con- 
tends that the 7.30s were moner in the full 
sense of the term, has admitted to us that in 
dealing in them as a Government agevt he al- 
ways got the full interest which had accrued, 
although in outside transactions he frequently 
took them without aliowing interest. 

These geutlemen are credible witnesses to 
the fact thas the 7.30s were not money. They 
were nearly ali sold as good interest-bearing 
investments. Thev are advertised in hundreds 
of newspapers as a great popular loan.“ The 
Aepub can of March 2&, 1865 (which can be seen 
at our office), contained an advertisement 
headed United States 7.30 joan,” setting forth 
the great advantages of this security, which was 
then the only loan in market offered by the 
Government.“ It was nowhere reckoned as 
„ mouey,“ aor was it at that time a legal- 
tender. 

Every note bore the promise of interest and 
the amount on its face, ranging from one cent 
per day on the $50 notes to 81 per day on the 
$5,000 notes. ‘Lhis constantiy-accruing interest 
caused men to board them, and sent them 
finally to the Treasury Department for redemp- 
tion or for refunding into 6 per cent bonds. 
Tbey were all due before 1869, and have been so 
completely retired that only $157,500 out of 
$820,982,500, or 81 in $5,270, were outstanding 
July 1, 1878. When the revised statutes took 
effect in 1875, making these notes a legul-tender 
outside of banks, only $196,800 of them were 
outstanding, or $1 in $4,215 of all that had been 
issued. ‘To that extent onlv could they, even 
by any twistification, be counted as money“; 
vet the irredeemables faiscly reckon the whole 
vast volume in that way, in order to justify 
their groans about contraction“ from a money 
volume of 81.720.707. 078 (nearly double the true 
amount) in 1865 to €500,000,000 ( per cent less 
than the true amount) in 10s.

AN AMERICAN ZOLLVEREIN. . 


The United States, Canada, and Mexico to 
Establish Free Trade with Each Other. 
Nei York Journal af Commerce. 

A zollverein, or customs union, between the 
United States, Canada, and Mexico, would be a 
master stroke of commercial policy for all three 
countries, if there were any possibility of ar- 
ranging it, for peoples so diverse in interest, on 
terms satisfactory to each. It would do all the 
good for all its members that reciprocity trea- 
ties could accomplish, and more too. It is the 
ideally. perfect arrangement for conterminous 
States having a strong interest in each otber's 
welfare like those possessing the North Ameri- 
can Continent. Its long trial in Germany has 
been brilliantly successful. Up to the time of its 
adoption among them, the separate German 
States, great and small, maintained their dis- 
tinct cordons of interior Custom-Houses at great 
expense, and annoyed each other by different 
systems of duties. Smuggling flourished to 
the detriment of all honest trade. Border wars 


ing between various States was not cordial, and 
prevented the realization of that German 
unity which bad been the dream of poets and 
statesmen. At last the principal German 
States, with Prussia foremost, came to appre- 
elate the folly and danger of these jarring com- 
mercial relations. The idea of a zollverein was 
projected by which reciprocal free trade in all 
articles should be established between the Ger- 
man States, interior Custom-Houses abolished, 
and a revenue provided by levying a tariff of 10 
per cent ad valorem on every description of 
foreign manufactures (nothing being vrohibited) 
entering the territory of the States joining in 
this agreement. Every State collected its own 
duties, pooled the customs receipts with those 
of the other States, and was reimbursed there- 
from for the expenses of collection. The net 
revenue was distributed in the ratio of popula- 
tion. 

The results of the zollverein, both commer- 
cial and political, were astounding. From the 
beginning each of the associated States derived 
a larger customs revenue than it had ever en- 
joved before. The manufacturing industries of 
each were wonderfully stimulated. From the 
zollverein dates the great rise ol the cotton, 
linen, woolen, silk, paper, and fron and steel 
products of Germauy. And this was the least 
of its benefits. It brought the Northern and 
Southern German States into closer sympathy 
and prepared the way for the great Empire pro- 
claimed at Versailles. It is not too much to 
say that, but for the zollverein, there would be 
to-day no united Germany. Free trade be- 
tween the old German States and a common 
tariff on imports (now made more liberal in the 
direction of free trade) have worked the mira- 
cle, more than the genius of Bismarck or the 
prowess of German arms. 

A Uke arrangement, if it were possible on 
this continent. would produce like effects. 
Something must be done to revive trade and 
stop smuggling, and promote peace and friend- 
ship between the United States and Canada and 
Mexico, Why not have a zollverein on the Ger- 
man plan, modified to suit the needs of the 
three countries? Now is the time to agitate 
for it. The fishery award is to be paid, of 
course,—as there is no bonorable escape from 
it,—but, before the paymeut, Mr. Evarts means 
to have the whole question of Canadian-Ameri- 
can relations thoroughly discussed. A _ reci- 
procity treaty is talked of as the proper sequel 
of the fishery award. From this to a zollverein 
is but a step, though we admit it is a difficult 
one to take. Canada and the United States, 
though they have been able to agree in times 
past ou a reciprocity treaty, differ in their 
present views about one, and hold strongly 
conflicting opinions on tariff policies. Canada 
would never accept our present customs system. 
But why sbould we seek to force it upon her? 
May there uot be a middle-ground whereon both 
nations can stand? It remains for statesman- 
ship to find that out. While a new interest is 
thus given to the subject in its relation to 
Canada, attention is also freshly called to the 
advantages of free trade between the United 
States and Mexico. A special agent from Wash- 
ington bas been exploring the frontier land, the 
scene of so much recent disturbance, and he re- 
ports that a good reciprocity treaty would stop 
the disorders and bring the two countries into 
harmony. He attributes the troubles mainly to 
the bad high tariffs of both the republics. These 
encourage smuggling to an enormous extent, 
Kill legitimate commerce, and make bad blood 
on both sides. Free frade with Mexico, as with 
Canada, would open all her markets to our 
products and manufactures, enabling us to 
drive out much of the German and British com- 
petition, while a properly-contrived zollvereia 
would check most of the smuggling which now 
prevails, and yield to each member a greater cus- 
toms revenue than ia now obtained. More than 
all, for the United States, mutual sympathy 
and amity would be vastiv increased by this 
commercial bond, and the time wouid be has- 
tened for the peaceful annexation of Canada 
and Mexico to this country. If our neighbors 
can be made to see that their material interests 
are identical with those of the United States it 
will not be long before they will yearn for the 
more enduring and satisfying political connec- 
tion. 

Mr. Evarts is doing much for American com- 
merce by promoting, through his Consulgr 
Agents, the export trade. But he has not yet 
signalized his official career by 4 great and brill- 
iant act. Migat he not do this by advocating 
the formation of some sort of a zoliverein to 
include the three great countries of North 
America? We advise him to study the aston- 
ishing operation ol the German zollverein, and 
try if it cannot be repeated in the Western 
W orld.

Notable among the new exnibits yesterday was 
the fish aquarium, which was fs being arranged 
under the supervision of Prof. Welsher. of Wis- 
consin. This gentleman has been for some time 
engaged. by the Wisconsia Fish Commissioners to 
inspect and oversee the wo k of stocking the rivers 
and lakes of that State with trout and salmon. He 
brought with bim to the Exposition & large num: 
ber of California salmon, Mackinaw and luke 
tront, an? also specimens of pickerel. pike, turtic, 
and bass, full-grown. These were distributed in 
various glass tanks round about the fountain, and 
were objects of universal admiration on the part of 
the visitors. 

The crowd was not quite as large as on the open- 
ing day, yet was thicker at certain times than was 
comfortable, aad fully came up to the expectations 
and desires of the managers. Mr. Reynolds said 
that he wished to amend his estimate of the num- 
her of visitors on the first day, as after an examina- 
tion of the receipts ana books be was convinced 
that the number could not have been less than 
18. 000. Yesterday's attendance was about 10, 000, 
beginning early in the morning and continuing un- 
til late at night. Tae stream of visitors during the 
morning and afternoon was made up mostly of 
country people, while Chicagoans turned out In 
force in the evening.

PRINTING THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Mr. Burlive introduced the following: 

Whereas, It is expedient that the public should be 
fully informed of the acts and intentions of this Board, 
therefore be it 

Reso bed, That proposals be asked fromthe morning 
papers, .o-wit: Tus TRIBUNE, times, and /ater- Ocean, 
to publish the next morning succeeding the meeting of 
the Board the full proceedings of each meeting, in- 
cluding a correct abstract of the debate, to enabie the 
public to form a correct judgment of ali matters com- 
ing before the Board, said proposals to be for such pub- 
lishing during the year ending Aug. 31, 1876. 

Mr. Bradley wanted proposals invited from all 
the German morning papers. 

Mr. Mulloy wanted all the papers, morning and 
evening to ve invited to bid. 

Mr. Boese was Opposed to the scheme in toto, and 
said that the proceedings were already reported 
faithfully by the representatives of tne daily press 
without cost to the people, and regarded the propo- 
sition in the direction of public extravagante. 

Mr. Spofford was opposed to the resolution be- 
cause it would entail a very large expense. 

Mr. Lenzen wanted the resolution adopted, and 
expressed his profound regret that he had ever 
moved to discontinue the publication of the pro- 
ceedings a year or more ago. 

Mr. Wheeler was in favor of the resolution also, 
but wanted the resolution confined to the English 
press, The reports as published in the press 
now were garbled, and often represented the 
Board as doing many mean things. The Board 
might be guilty of all that had been charged, but 
he wanted the public te have a better opportunity 
to judge. 

Mr. Burling thought that the proposition to 
amend the resolution so as to inclade the publica- 
tion in German nad been introduced to defeat it. 
He wanted the publication made inthe English 
language only, and proposals for doing the Work 
to be contived to the papers named. He wanted 
nothing to do with the penny sheets, which no one 
ever saw. 

Mr. Cleary was in favor of the proceedings being 
published in German. The German papere went 
into every household, and there were more Ger- 
mans inthe city than. any other nationality, and 
the papers in that language were read by every- 
body along the avenues of the South Side before 
breakfast every moraing, and in preference to the 
English papers. He had no other interest in the 
matter than to see justice done, and whatever some 
members might think, it was foreign to his mind to 
try to make political capital by taking the position 
he had. He wanted the public informed of what 
was going on, and did not want to see bis fellow- 
citizens who could not speak and read the English 
language ashe could, deprived of any privileges 
that he enjoyed. 

Some further discussion followed, and, after 
voting on several motions, the resolution was 
amended so as to include the two German morning 
papers, and adopted by the following vote:

LIFE-SAVING, 

THE CHICAFO LIFE-SAVING STATION, 
located at the head of the pier east of the Illinois 
Central elevator, was until last July simply a 
name. There were, to be sure, boats with which 
to rescue people from wrecks, but this was all. 
Only one man had charge of them, and, as no 
money was available to pay men to man the boats. 
he had to trust to luck to get a crew when one was 
necessary. A change, however, has recentiy 
taken place. Congress made an appropriation 
at the last session sufficient to warrant the empley- 
ment of acrew for the navigation season—eight 
months. The old keeper has been discharged. 
and a new ene, Telesford St. Peter, engaged. He 
has under him nine men—fishermen mostly. 
young, strong, and active fellows, who 
will do good service when occasion 
demands it. The station has a 
self-dailing and self-righting life- boat. and a surf- 
boat; also, apparatus for getting people ashore 
from a wreck. Lieut. F. H. Newcomb, of the 
revenue-cutter Andrew Johnson, is now in the 
city, and drills the men every day, npt only in 
handling the boats, life-lines, etc., bat in the 
methods of resuscitaving apparently drowned peo- 
ple. The present house is too small. so it is to be 
enlarged by putting on another story and adding to 
the sides and rear. The crew now board in the 
city, but sleep at the station. When the improve- 
ments contemplated are made, they will have com- 
fortable quarters, and there will be no necessity 
for leaving the pier. Watches are kept constantly. 
day and night, and, as the men take greut interest 
in their work, the station will doubtless soon be 
what Lieut. Newcomb expects,—the best, in all 
respects, on the lakes.

THE THAMES DISASTER. 
HOW IT. OCCURRED. 

Lonvow, Sept. 5.—The following is the log of 
the steamer Bywell Castle, which ran down the 
excursion steamer Princess Alice on the Thames 
Tuesday evening: ‘‘ The Master and pilot were 
on the upper bridge, and the lookout on the 
topgallant forecastle. Light airs prevailed. 
The weather was a little hazy. At 7:45 p. m. 
proceeded at half-speed down the Galiions 
Reach. When about the centre of the reach 
observed an excursion steamer coming up 
Barking Reach, showing ber red and mast- 
head lights, when we ported our beim to 
keep over towards Tripcock Point. As the 
vessels neared, observed that the other steamer 
had ported her helm. Immediately afterwards 
saw that she had starboarded her helm, and was 
trying to cross our bows, showing her green 
light close under our port bow. Seeing that 
a collision was inevitable, we stopped 
our engines and reversed them at full speed. 
The two vessels came in collision, the bow of 
the Bywell Castle cutting into the steamer 
with a dreadful crash. We took immediate 
measures for saving life by hauling up over our 
bows several passengers, throwing overboard 
rope’s ends, life-buoys, a head-ladder, and sev- 
eral planks, and getting out three boats, at 
the same time keeping the whistle biowing 
loudly for assistance, which was rendered by 
several boats from the shore and a boat from 
another steamer. The excursion steamer— 
which turned out to be the Princess Alice— 
turned over and sunk under our bows. We 
succeeded in rescuing a great many of the 
passengers, and anchored for the nicut.“ 

No log of the Princess Alice has been made 
up, nor has her Captain survived to give an ac- 
count of her course. The collision will be the 
re ag of a Board-of-Trade inguiry immedi- 
ately. 

An accurate estimate of the number of per- 
sons drowned is impossible, but the general be- 
lief is that it will not fall below 500. The By- 
well Castle received no damage whatever. 

LATEST ESTIMATES OF THE LOSS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—Later estimates of the 
number of persons drowned by the collision 
on the Thames are higher than those given 
yesterdoy. It is now stated that between 600 
and 700 were lost, the majority of the estimates 
favoring the latter number. A diver says he 
felt the corpses packed four and five deep in the 
cabin of the Princess Alice.

THE EAST. 
THE PORTE WARNED. 

LoNDOoN, Sept. 5.—It is said France and Italy 
have jointly notified the Porte that they will 
not permit the bombardment of the Greek coast 
in the event of a war between Greece and Tur- 
kev. The Turkish troops are reported to be 
encroaching upon Greek territory. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 5.—Greece has noti- 
fied the Porte that she will invoke the mediation 
of the Powers if she does not receive a reply to 
her memorandum by Friday. 

The Montenegrins are reported to be evacuat- 
ing Sultorina. 

THE PORTE’S REPLY. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 5.—It is stated that 
the Council of Ministers has decided to inform 
Greece that the Porte could not comply with 
her request to appoint delegates to regulate the 
frontier, but would await replies from the 
Powers to its memorandum betore making a 
decision. 

FIGHTING. 

Vienna, Sept. 5.—cien. Philippovich an- 
nounces that a band of 1,000 insurgents was 
defeated on the 3d inst. near Kadinoselo, and 
thirty killed. 

Gen. Szapary on the 4th inst. sent two regi- 
ments southward, driving the insurgents from 
Lipac, on the Magiai road, after seven hours 
engagement.

A STRANGE STORY. 


The Disputed Estate of Stanfield Hall. 
Boston Advertiser. 

The possession of an estate, disputed at inter- 
vals for nearly acentury and a half, bas just 
been judicially determined for the first time at 
Norwich, England. The trial traversed a suc- 
cession of strange experiences, including a hor- 
rible tragedy which shocked all England thirty 
years ago, and strange aud mysterious incidents 
enough for a first-class melodrama. Ifit were 
played upon a stage now it would be denounced 
as improbable fiction. 

Stanfield Hal! is the name of anestate which 
in 1735 became the possession, through mar- 
riage, of William Jermy. In 1751 Mr. Jermy 
made a will. For some reason, be desired that 
a sister into whose possession the estate would 
phe cong fall at his death should not obtain it. 
and be therefore bequeathed it in succession to 
Jacob Preston, son of Isaac Preston, and his 
heirs male, and then to Thomas Preston and his 
heirs male, and in default of issue by either of 
them to such male person of the name of 
Jermy as should be the nearest related to the 
testator in blood, and to his heirs forever.“ 
There was a clause inthe will providing that 
any one who took the estate should take or con- 
tinue to use the name and arms of Jermy. 
These Prestons were cannected with Jermy 
through his second wife, not the one by whom 
he came into possession of the property. 

William Jermy died in 1752, a year after mak- 
ing his will, and the property went to the elder 
of the two Preston brothers, namely Jacob, who 
was then a minor. In this condition of things, 
Jacob Preston’s father, Isaac Preston, con- 
ceived a project to prevent the reversion of the 
estate to the Jermys in any circumstances. He 
sought out the persons of the name oi Jermy to 
whom or their heirs the estate might revert in 
case his sons died without male issue, and found 
two, Francis Jermy and John Jermy. He pre- 
vailed on each of these to sell his interest in the 
estate bor £20, and in this way he got rid, as he 
thought, of allthe Jermy claims and secured 
the property in his own family. Both Jacob 
and Thomas Preston died without male issue, 
and Isaac Preston, claiming possession by virtue 
of his purchase of the interest of the persuns 
nearest of blood of the name of Jermy, left it at 
his death to another son, who, dying in 1796 
without issue, entailed it by will upon his 
brother, the Rev. George Preston, with remain- 
der to his son Isaac Preston, for life, aud his son 
Jermy Preston, with remainder to his heirs 
male. Mr. Isaac (Preston) Jermy was Kecorder 
of Norwich, and a person well known through- 
out the country. 

The transaction by which the elder Isaac 
Preston purchased the contingent claims of 
Francis and John Jermy for £20 each in 1752 did 
not escape criticism at the time. There were 
those who declared that it was illegal or fraud- 
ulent. It was, when it became known, the talk 
of the county, and in 1758 pamphlets were 
printed explaining and attacking it: but, for 
some reason, the Jermys made go attempt to 
recover, and the affair faded out of men’s 
minds, and for eighty years afterward the Pres- 
tous enjoyed the fruit of the bargain. In 1838, 
however, there was a sale of the effects of one 
of the Prestons who had occupied the property, 
and among the articles were copies uf old pam- 
phlets explaining how the family obtained pos- 
session of the property. Thus the old story of 
fraud was revived, and the revival raised up 
claimants for the estate. Among them was a 
man named Rush, a tenant of the Stanfield-Hall 
farm, who ten years later had a quarrel with his 
landlord, and who determined to make use of 
the document for his own advantage. The 
quarrel had ended in a lawsuit, which left Rush 
financially ruined, and he was ripe for any des- 
perate undertaking of revenge. He wrote a 
pew pamphiet, adding personal abuse of the 
living Prestons to the narrative of the circum- 
stances by which they obtained the property. 
He at the same time contrived a series of crimes 
which, at their culmination, shocked the na- 
tion. In the first place he forged a deed. by the 
terms of which Mr Isaac (Preston)Jermy released 
him from ruinous pecuniary obligations on con- 
dition of his giving up the papers relating to the 
succession. e then made a secret written 
agreement with two other claimants, Larner 
and Thomas Jermy, that he should have the 
lease of the farms ata low rate if he put 
them in possession of the estate. 

The time approachiug when his own debt was 
due, he resOrtea toa terrible crime to escape 
payment of it. Putting on a mask and arming 
himself with pistols, he went to the hail in the 
gioom of a November evening. The place itself 
and the habits of the inmates were well known 
to him. It was the custom of Mr. Jermy to 
come to the door after dinner, and, when he ap- 
peared that night, Rush, who was lying in wait. 
shot him dead. Then the murderer went into 
the house, and, finding Mr. Jermy’s son, shot 
him dead also. The son’s wife, on throwing 
herself on the lifeless body of her busband, was 
next fired at, and her arm was shivered. Rush 
next fired at a maid-servant who had come to 
help her mistress, and she also was seriously 
wounded. In the panic of the household he was 
able to get away and to reach his own home. 
This villain had so eafefully formed his plans 
that he got Larner and Thomas Jermy to visit 
the neighborhood, abd he left in the hall where 
the murders were committed scraps of paper 
directing suspicion upon them. Fortunately 
they had left the place unknown to Rush before- 
hand. But on his trial he still attempted to fix 
the crime un them, and made an address ten 
hours long to that purpose, which was clearly 
contradicted in every point, and he was con- 
demned and hung, signaling his last days by 
profuse displays of piety and bravado. i 

The misfortunes of the Preston Jermy family 
created for them intense sympathy among the 
people of the county, and it might have been 
supposed that there would be no further effort 
to dispute their title to the estate. But lately a 
new claimant appeared, who based bis claim on 
the assertion that he was the descendant anu 
heir-at-law of one Robert Jermy, who died in 
1758, and who, it was ciaimed, was nearer in 
blood relationship to Wilham Jermy than either 
of those whose contingent claims had been pur- 
chased by the elder Preston. The case came up 
for trial on the 15th inst. There was along ar- 
ray of counsel on both sides, and a large at- 
tendance of witnesses, amoug them the widow 
of the younger Preston Jermy,—sbe whose arm 
was shivered by Rush's bullet as she threw her- 
self on the body of her falten busband, that ter- 
rible night thirty years ago. The defendants 
denied the claimant’s title, and also set up the 
statute of limitations. Counsel for the plaintiff 
said they had advised their client that he had no 
case it the defendants pleaded the statute of 
limitations, but, with the obstinacy of an En- 
glishman, he insisted upon coming into court.“ 
The Judge at once directed a verdict for the de 
fendant, which was returned by the jury, and 
so, after a lapse of nearly 130 years, the title to 
this estate, which has been the cause of so much 
discussion and an awful crime, 1s for the first 
time legally settled.

THE TOURNAMENT. 


Second Day’s Proceedings of the 
Dexter Park Show. 


Meetings of the Board of Control and 
the State A sociation. 


There was notalarge crowd at Dexter Park 
yesterday morning when the time came for be- 
ginning the second day’s exercises of the Na- 
tional Firemen’s Tournament, hardly 2,500 peo- 
ple being there, but the new arrivals came pour- 
ing in thick and fast, so that by noon there 
were fully 7,000 people inside the gates, and 
they enjoyed themselves much more then did 
those who were out Wednesday. The tumuit 
and confusion incident *o the opening day of an 
affair of such magnitude had subsided, and 
everything passed off pleasantly and without 
unnecessary delays. There were not so many 
Captains of Police around as on the day before, 
and the patrolmen, under the guidance of 
Deputv-Superintendent Dixon and Lieut. Hayes, 
kept the track clear for the use of the compet- 
ing companies. The programme provided for 
an exhibition of book-and-ladder companies in 
action, a half-mile foot-race, and a trial of chem- 
ical engines. 

The contests between 

THE HOOK-AND-LADDER COMPANIES 
came first. The conditions were that each com- 
pany should draw its truck 300 yards, unship a 
ladder, and get a man to the top of it, the eom- 
pany making the best average time to be award- 
ed the National first prize, and the State first 
prize should it be from a town in Illinois. The 
other prizes were, of course, to be distributed 


according to tbe time made. The trials took 
place on the home-stretch of the track, the out- 
come being a line about sixty feet south of the 
judges’ stand. Each company ran singly, and, 
after all had competed once, the floot-race was 
run. In this there were five medais offered, to 


de awarded tothe five men making the best 


time, the distance being half a mile. When this 
was over arecess for dinner was taken, and in 
the afternoon the hook-and-ladder companies 
finished their contest, and the chemical engines 
displayed their powers. 

The hook-and-ladder races resulted, so far as 
the first National prize was concerned, in a vie- 
tory tor the Rescue, of Norwalk, O., its average 
being 4844 seconds. The Rough and Ready, of 
Monmouth, III., stood next on the list, running 
its two trials at an average speed of 49 seconds, 
winning the second National and tue first State 
prizes. This being the third successive time 
that the Monmouth company has captured the 
State prize, it now becomes their property, and 
the boys and their friends sent up a shout when 
it became apparent that, unless thrown out by 
some technicality, they must win. The third 
National prize goes to the Tucker Company, of 
Elkhart, Ind., the second State prize to Young 
America, of Decatur, and the third to the 
Abingdona. 

The Moumouth boys, well as they came out, 
feel tbat they can do yet better, and challenged 
the Rescues to have another race, professing 
their willingness to put up $300 on the result. 
It is not settled yet whether the Rescues will 
accept. The Rougu-and-Ready boys are young, 
bright fellows, who have not been at the busi- 
ness as long as their competitors, but who have 
made a splendid record. 

The following table gives the time of every 
company in each heat and their averages. The 
Rescue, of Kenosha, Wis., did not run a second 
trial. The entries were: Rough and Ready, 
Monmouth, III.; Rescue, Norwalk, O.; Monitor, 
Dixon, III.; Tucker, Eikhars, Ind.; Hope, 
Charleston, III.; Kirkwood, Kirkwood, III.;
